LONDON, Dec. 10.—W—King Edward's abdication 


was officially announced today in the House of Com- 
mons. 


The announcement was made by Capt. Edward Al- 


gernon Fitzroy, speaker of the House of Commons. 


Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin prefaced 
the an- 


nouncement by telling the members he had '"a message 
from His Majesty the King signed by his own hand." 


King Edward's words, in renouncing 
the 
British 


throne, the speaker read, were: 


"I have determined to renounce the throne." 
"After long.and anxious consideration I"have deter- 


mined to renounce the throne to which I succeeded on 
the death of my father and I am now communicating 
this, my final and irrevocable decison. ;' 


"Realizing as I do the gravity of this step, I can only 


hope that I shall have the understanding of my peoples 
in the decision.I have taken and the reasons which have

WASHINGTON, Deo. 10.— 
Drastic regulation of Industry and 
finance, including government con- 
trol of prices, was proposed today 
by the Army and Navy in an in- 
dustrjal mobilization plan design- 
ed to Insure uninterrupted supply 
of .the nation's armed forces 
in

Representing a revision of the

Listening expectantly for Prime 


Minister Stanley Baldwin's state- 
ment to commons which many ex- 
pected would end the brief reign 
of King Edward VIII and en- 
throne his brother, the Duke of 
York,' the Dominions set up the 
ponderous legal machinery neces- 
sary to make such a change. 


Under the Westminister statute 


of 1931, the Dominions that form 
the commonwealth of British na- 
tions have equal power and re- 
sponsibility with the English par- 
liament in any matter affecting 
the throne. . 


They, too, must 
ratify 
any 
change in the act of succession 
such as would bn necessary for 
Edward to abdicate and York to 
become king. 
Edward VHI is king of each in- 


dividual dominion just aa he is 
king of England, and before he 
can renounce his kingship, each 
dominion must approve. 


An abdication and

A verbal bulletin issued by the 
pope's physicians during the morn- 
ing had said that while the 70- 
year old pontiff was remaining In 
bed, his condition was the same. 


The pope's physician, Dr. Aman- 


ti Milan!, after a second morning 
visit, said he was quite .satisfied 
with his patient's 
condtion.

As we approach 
this season when we sing 'Peace 
on earth, good will toward men,1 
we must be reminded by the his- 
tory of mankind that people gen- 
erally do not appreciate peace un- 
til something snaps, and they are 
plunged into wars. 
"We are at peace with the rest 


of the world and bear ill will to- 
ward no nation or people," Judge 
Howell repeated. 


"Our 
responsibilities to 
future 


generations 
cannot 
be assumed 


by anyone but 
ourselves—for if 


we do not reverence our forefath- 
ers we will not be 'recognized by 
our posterity," the speaker went 
on. 
Tribute To President, 


"I am proud 
as 
a 
United 


States citizen that our president 
and the Department of State are 
busying themselves to unite the 
Western 
Hemisphere, to 
protect 


it from being embroiled in what 
statesmen believe is war. 


"Our 
course 
of 
conquest 
in 


times past has not always en- 
gendered good will between us 
and our neighbors to the South, 
and for this reason It is well for 
us at this time to dispel the sus- 
picions, hates and jealousies, and 
to take steps to unite the West- 
ern Hemisphere that will give It 
strength to stand pat if and when 
war 
breaks In Europe, and we 


might be embroiled," Judge Howell 
said. 


Referring to the present crisis 


in England, the speaker declared: 


"The Importance of the British 
crisis far transcends the private 
life of King Edward 
VIH. 
It 


touches upon an institution that 
the Anglo Saxon race has always 
fought 
for—the 
freedom 
of 
the 


press. 


"With 
three 
great 
European 


powers having suppressed the free 
circulation of news, the situation 
appears 
increasingly 
alarming," 


Judge Howell declared. 
"What 
shocked 
us Americana 


was 
that 
our 
mother country, 


England, had kept Its people In 
Ignorance of the true facts 
of 


the crisis here until recently. That 
act was unlawful.

Judge Howell called special at- 


tention to other gifts handed down 
to this generation by our sacrific- 
ial mothers' and 
fathers' 
hard 
work, which we seldom appreciate. 


First named was the love of 


freedom, which was the product 
of that love of freedom which ob- 
sessed our forefathers, and which 
Is the responsibility of this gen- 
eration to perpetuate for future 
generations. 


Second was their love of learn- 


ing, although many of them had 
little 
learning. 


"Those of us who have been 


given higher educations in 
the 


fine public school systems, fail to 
appreciate it like 
our 
fathers 


would have. 
They realized that 


education to produce 
Intelligent, 


self-supporting and self-sustaining 
people was essential to a democ- 
ratic form of government," Judge 
Howell declared. 


Reverence for the Almighty was 


the next blessing referred to by 
the speaker, about which he said: 


"I am not pedantic but believe 


a man's training is out of bal- 
ance when he falls to appreciate 
the fact our forefathers were rev- 
erent men. 
They 
established 


churches under the most trying 
pioneer conditions, in order that 
their children could worship. We 
are consecrated to the perpetua- 
tion of free religion." 
Sanctity of Home. 


His fourth point was the sanc- 
tity of the home and family, which 
he said, was more of a unit then 
than nowadays.' The speaker add- 
ed that the United States gov- 
ernment is based upon the sanctity 
of the home which fact has been 
handed down, and most 
people 


still believe it is the basis for a 
civilization of our type, and its 
preservation is essential to 
the 


perpetuation of that type of civili- 
zation. 
Judge Howell's last point 
was 


that this country was sufficiently 
rich in natural resources that if 
properly developed commensurate 
with the ability of its peoples "We 
on no occasion would have to 
covet that belonging to other peo- 
ples or nations." 


The speaker reiterated "our fa- 
thers believed in peace and good 
will, first because it was practical 
and second because It was the 
teaching of the book they believed 
in." He called special attention 
to the few wars the United States 
has participated in. 


At Peace With World. 


"Today we are at peace with 


the world, and wish to remain so, 
but as Intelligent people we must 
realize we must keep our skirts 
clear from the suspicions and oth- 
er things that might embroil us 
with other nations. 
In conclusion, Judge Howell de- 


clared: 
"These gifts are the products 


of someone else's sacrifices— not 
ours—and therefore it is our duty 
to posterity to pass them on. Our 
forefathers paid dearly for them, 
and if it becomes necessary, we 
too must pay dearly to perpetuate 
them." 
As Toastmaster Smith was com- 


menting upon the program, Boyce 
Martin, bearing a likeness to San- 
ta Claus, entered the room, and 
passed out Christmas presents to 
everyone presetn. 


The meeting was closed after 


several 
appropriate remarks

President

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. 


—(/P)—A 7,000 bale increase 
in the estimated cotton crop 
for the past month was 
noted today by the crop re- 
porting board as it placed 
the total yield at 12,407,000 
bales, based on December 
1 conditions, compared with 12,- 
400,000 bales a month earlier.- 


It said Indicated yield per acre 


this season was 197.6 pounds, well 
above the average last season of 
186.3 and the ten years average 
Of 169.9 for 1923-32. 


Harvested acreage estimated at 


30,054,000 acres was »aid to be 
ten per cent larger than In 1935. 


The board said 
two 
separate 


droughts affected the 1936 crop. 
The first in May and June retard- 
ed the crop in Georgia and the 
Carolinas but "favorable summer 
and fall" weather was said to have 
Increased out-turn in the eastern 
end of the cotton belt by 600,000 
bales between August 1 and De- 
cember 1. 


The western end of the belt, par- 


ticularly Texas 
and 
Oklahoma, 


was damaged by late drought late 
In th<> season, the board said. Al- 
though late rains also aided this 
section, the board said prospects 
In Texas and Oklahoma declined 
about 1,080,000 bales after Angust 
1. 


Favorable 
factors this 
season 


were the late arrivals of frost and 
reduction of boll weevil damage 
to a minimum, it was said.

—Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace promised the American farm- 
er a better program than the out- 
lawey Triple A today and de-

Addressing the eighteenth annu- 


al meeting of the American Farm 
bureau federation, the 
secretary 
said: "You may have heard the 
idea advanced that the agricul- 
tural adjustment act should be 
re-enacted; that the program car- 
ried out under its original provis- 
ions was the best program agri- 
culture ever had. 
But good as 
that program was, we want to 
see It improved upon. A better 
program can and will be built." 


Attainment of the 
administra- 


tion's objective, the secretary said, 
centers around some method of 
controlled production, crop' insur- 
ance, the ever normal granary and 
ther subjects essential to agricul- 
tural welfare. 
"Crop insurance," the 
cabinet

In that 
kind of a situation, the welfare of 
the farmer and the nation will re- 
quire that the farmers again have 
power equal to that which they 
once had under the agricultural 
adjustment act and of which they 
were deprived by decision of the 
U. S. supreme court." 
The plan for crop insurance, as 


outlined by Mr. Wallace would 
provide for the accumulation 
of 
reserve supplies of commodities 
during the good crop years, to be 
drawn upon in time of scarcity by 
farmers who had paid their insur- 
ance premiums In kind. Co-opera- 
bors could take their benefits in 
kind or in cash.

from the Island of Rhodes. The 
official reception by the Italian 
officials 
consumed time that I 


could, have better used for more 
important purposes. The Italians 
are not popular with the resident 
Greeks, so relationship with them 
is not the best approach to the 
people. 
Had not 
an 
American 


exile from Texas attached him- 
self to me as interpreter I would 
have got far less out of my visit. 
He would take no fee; but, in- 
stead, he gave me at parting an 
antique vase from Carthage, with 
sponges still attached, which the 
Greek 
sponge 
fishermen 
had 


drawn up from the 
sea. 
How 
homesick that man was for Texas! 
John could hardly have yearned 
more ardently for 
his 
beloved 


Ephesus. 
Patmos is a little island, about 


twenty-five miles off the shore 
of Asia Minor at Ephesus. 
It 


comprises two hills and a valley. 
In the latter, the people, mostly 
sponge 
fishermen, 
have 
their 


homes. The ground Is sterile and 
the water-supply 
Is scant, 
pn 


the eastern hill is 
an 
ancient 


monastery of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, a varitable fortress. For 
centuries Patmost, with its snug 
harbor between the two hills, was 
a haven for pirates. In the vicis- 
situdes of Mediterranean life, the 
island has seen rough times. In 
Roman days it was a penal col- 
ony. 
Monks showed me 
a 
vellum 


manuscript 
of 
the 
Gospel 
of 


Mark, dating back to the eighth 
century. 
Having 
in mind 
the 


"modern "red letter Testaments," I 
was struck by the fact that in 
this beautifully 
illuminated vol- 


ume all the words of Jesus were 
Inscribed in gold. 
As for 
the 


monks themselves, they were far 
more" interested in displaying the 
monastery's 
treasures, 
chiefly 


vestments. They proudly told me 
that when their highest ecclesi- 
astical official pays them an an- 


• nual visit he is robed in a hun- 


dred thousand dollars' worth of 
vestments. 
The only real religious spirit I 


could find in the community was 
exhibited by an old monk who 
kept 
the 
rocky 
cave—now 
a 


chapel—in which St. John is sup- 
posed to have lived during his 
exile; He even shows the fetters 
that bound the prisoner! 


A Homesick Saint, 
Barren Patmos is a stimulus to 


the imagination. It is easy to pic- 
ture "St. John the aged," sitting 
on one of the crags of the Island, 
peering 
toward 
the 
mainland 


where 
lay the beloved Ephesus 
that had his heart. At even-tide 
the waters would be "a sea of 
rlass." Small wonder that, as a 
gea-Eirt prisoner, he could envis- 
age a better world in which there 
would be "no more sea." 
Only twenty-five miles away— 


so near, and yet so far—lay the 
Ephesus for which he was home- 
sick, one of the great centers of 
the 
ancient world. 
There was 


his work, and there were 
his 


friends. And beyond Enhesus lay 
the other six cities that 
went 
to make-up "The Seven Churches 
° Readers of this difficult book 
need to get, first of all, a sense 
of geographical reality. 
Patmos 
was not a mood, a dream place, 
but a rocky reality, with all the 
rieors that Rome well knew how 
to impose upon 
her 
prisoners 


And there was nothing mystical 
about the Seven Churches. They 
were real cities, so lying as to 
be a natural circuit for a relig- 
ious overseer. 
John knew them 


every one. He was familiar with 
their streets, and he 
treasured 


in his heart the names of the 
Chris'tians in each. It was with 
a shepherd's care that he wrote 
to them, in the midst of their per- 
secutions. 
Like the woman who said, 
I 
thought Jerusalem was In heaven; 
'I did not know that you could 
go there;" so many persons read 
this message to Ephesus, Smynra, 
Philadelphia, Pergamum, 
Sardls, 
Thyatria and Laodicea as if the 
churches were purely spiritual. I 
can testify that they are 
real 


places, for I have visited 
them 


every one—and the trip is an ad- 
venture that would stand out in 
any traveller's memory. I

to go again.

have been approved, or provide ad- 
ditional funds if he found army 
engineers were correct In estimat- 
ing the cost would be nearer 17,- 
000,000. 
They sought also approval of 


a proposed agreement with the 
Texas Power and Light company 
to sell power which they hoped 
the project will provide eventual- 
ly. 
The $3,500,000 allocation was 
Intended to permit construction 
only of flood control features of 
the first dam In a $30,000,000 pro- 
gram. Including 13 dams, In Cen- 
tral portion of the 900-mile-long 


river, 


The proposed power sale agree- 


ment was attacked by Represen- 
tatives Maury Maverick of San 
Antonio and W. D. McFarlane of 
Graham. 


McFarlane 
said 
Maverick in- 
formed him he would propose a 
congressional investigation of what 
ho thought appeared to be ef- 
forts of the "power trust" to be- 
tray the "best 
interests of the

FINDING PESTS TWO COUNTIES 


BIO SPRING, Dec. 8.— 
state pink bollworm commission, 
decided at a meeting here today 
to recommend to the governor and 
the department of agriculture that 
a regulated quarantine zone be 
established 
for four 
additional 


West Texas counties. 


Under the recommended regula- 


tions, seed would be shipped only 
to designated mills.

acted. In line with recommenda- 
tions submitted by J. M. Del Cur- 
to, state entomologist. 


The zone would apply to How- 


ard, Dawson, Martin and Glass- 
cock counties, recently 
Included 


in the federal quarantine 
area. 


This quarantine extension was or- 
dered after the finding of boll- 
worms In gin trash in Big Spring 
and In Dawson county. 


Del Curto told the board he 


believed the Infestation was not 
heavy enough to require regula- 
tion of lint, and that shipment- 
of seed to designated mills where 
it could be crushed Immediately 
probably would be sufficient. He 
said sterilization 
of seed prob- 


ably would be 
necessary 
until 


next year, and then only If in- 
festation were heavier. 


The 
bollworm 
commission 


•makes recommendations to 
the 


governor and the state depart- 
ment of agriculture upon quar- 
antine policies. 


Shipment of seed has been reg-

FLOOD CONTROL REGARDED AS 


REAL INVESTMENT BY BACKERS

AUSTIN, Dec. 8.—(IP)—Advocates 


of flood control on the Colorado 
River which will cost eventually 
more than $33,000,000 believe the 
program is an "Investment" that 
will pay large dividends. 


The cost is not great, it was 


pointed out, when the river's $2,- 
000,000 average annual property 
damage Is considered. Add to this 
Its toll of human life—63 since 
1915, and the expenditure is justi- 
fied readily, they say. 


As by-products of flood control, 


reclamation 
of land and power 


production, eventually will yield a 
ten-to-one "return" on the Invest- 
ment; it is estimated. 


Several agencies are contributing 


to control of the river's frequently 
dangerous waters. In almost every 
instance the benefits are calculat- 
ed to extend beyond flood pro- 
tection. 


Irrigation For 50,000 Acres. 


In Coke county, part of the Up- 


per Colorado River Authority, en- 
gineers estimated 50,000 acres of 
grazing .and crop land would be 
irrigated as a result of a $6,200,000 
dam and reservoir on the Colo- 
rado, 10 miles above Robert Lee. 


Marvin C. Nichols, engineer for 


the authority, said it was esti- 
mated livestock and forage crop 
production would be doubled as 
a result of stable water supply. 


The Central Colorado River Au- 
thority which embraces Coleman 
county plans a series of some 25 
small arid four larger reservoirs 
on tributary creeks to the Colo- 
rado which aside from holding 
back excess water from the Colo- 
rado would provide water supply 
to numerous towns and to ranch- 
men. 


The, Brown county water control 


and Improvement -district, which 
built at a cost of $1,500,000 a dam 
on Pecan bayou, now contemplates 
construction of canals at $1,000,000 
additional cost to extend irrigation 
to some 40,000 acres.

AT SEA IN RUSSIA. 
The new American am- 


bassador to Russia, Joseph 
E. Davies, is installing a 
cargo of new bathtubs, fur- 
niture, weather-conditioning 
equipment 
a n d o t h e r 


strange 
luxuries 
in 
the 


American embassy, to the 
amazement of the Musco- 
vites. 
An American news- 


paper man familiar 
with 


Russian life finds himself 
wondering a little why men 
of wealth and social posi- 
tion should want such posts. 
Those 
bathtubs 
somehow 


emphasize the wide gulf 
that 
separates 
American 


and Russian society. 


"In the case of Mr. Da- 


vies," he suggests, "it can't 
be social ambition, for 'so- 
ciety' in the 
usual sense 


doesn't 
exist 
in 
Russia. 


There will have to be a lot 
of other satisfaction to com- 
pensate for the drabness of 
social life and the spiritual 
loneliness the new ambas- 
sador and his family are 
likely to find in Muscovy. 
A few more bathtubs and 
an air-conditioning system 
aren't enough to meet the 
problem." 


There is some social life 


among the diplomatic corps 
in Moscow. But even if dip- 
lomats in such a locale are 
marooned 
socially, 
they 


might be expected to find 
a keen intellectual interest 
in what is going on around 
them, as newspaper men 
have done. The contrast of 
the life there, the different 
viewpoint, the free experi- 
mentation, the energies let 
loose, are all a challenge 
to any visitor, whether he 
likes it or not. 


Ambassador Davies will 


doubtless be especially in- 
terested in seeing the effort 
now beginnng, to adapt that 
Russian social, political and 
economic system, in many 
ways the opposite of ours, 
:o a new governmental Con- 
stitution which to a large 
extent seems modeled on 
our own. 


SECURITY REASONS 


Perhaps the really strange 


thing about the Social Se- 
curity Act is that we have 
been so slow about such 
things in this country. We 
pride ourselves justly on 
our 
mechanical industries 


and the men who operate 
them. But as regards labor 
problems, we are, surprising- 
ly backward compared with 
various other countries. 


England has had in ef- 


fect for years national in- 
surance laws criverinc '"''•- 
tually the whole working 
population. In England, uur- 
many, Italy and most of 
their neighboring countries, 
a workman cannot be dis- 
charged' without ample no- 
tice or the payment of ad- 
vance salary for a consid- 
erble period. 


Many American employ- 


ers have adopted generous 
labor 
policies. 
But 
such 


voluntary 
generosity 
im- 


poses an unfair burden on 
the employer unless com- 
petitors 
adopt the 
same 


practice. 


Workers have their rights. 


When 
they 
are 
strand- 


ed, they have to be provid- 
ed for. 
As the industrial 


system develops, more and 
more is society as a whole 
driven to step 
in, 
acting 


through government, with 
measures making conditions 
as fair as possible for the 
three important groups con- 
cerned — employers, emloy- 
ees and public.

Orders Start Early. 
By mid-summer orders for the 


cakes begin to arrive and these 
must be carefully filed and arj 
rangements made to ship each 
parcel so that it will reach its

must be baked for early 
ship- 
.ments to India, Japan, and other 
l distant points.

"This is the most distressing 
thing that could have happened," 
the big-eyed, sober-faced comedian 
said. "Dave Freedman had great 
talent—terrific tallent. 
I am sure 
that in his heart he must have 
known I was his friend and that 
soon we'd be back together again 
This Is a cockreyed business we're 
in. 
Today we're 
fighting each 


other; tomorrow we're working to- 
gether. I am deeply sympathetic 
with his family." 
Freedman, gag and script writer 


for Cantor and collaborator with 
the comedian on several magazine 
articles and books, charged the 
comedian with abrogation of an 
oral contract for 10 per cent of 
Cantor's earnings. 
The cause of Freedman's death 
was not immediately ascertained 
but friends said it probably could 
be ascribed to 
overwork.

EVER EXPERIENCED

MANILA, Dec. 8.—(IP)— 


The peaceful farming val- 
ley of Cagayan was a dev- 
astated graveyard of untold 
dead today. 


Swirling flood waters of 


the mighty Cagayan river, 
largest in the Philippines, 
swept thousands to their death, 
official 
Philippine army 
advices 
said, and left 
other 
thousands 
missing. 


Officials marshalling the com- 


monwealth's relief agencies ex- 
pressed fear the full extent of 
what they termed "the greatest 
disaster the Philippines has e:» 
perienced," would never be known. 


Populations of entire Barrios, 
suburban clusters of native huts, 
were wiped out when the river 
its waters swelled by the north- 
ern Luzon Island's heaviest rain- 
fall, wept down the fertile and 
populous valley at 4 p. m. last 
Friday, trapping most of the vic- 
tims as they slept. 


Entire families were caught by 


the 
unexpected torrents, 
after- 
math of a typhoon, and carried, 
screaming, toward the sea. 
Tht unprecedented flood covered 
more than 100 miles of rich to- 
bacco and rice 
farming 
lands 
northwest of Manila. 


Fifty four villages were known, 
to be inundated and a large part 
of the area, most populous rur^tl 
section on Luzon Island, had not 
been heard from. 


Typhoon Relief Board Meets. 
The government typhoon relief 
board met In emergency session 
in Manila as soon as reports of 
the disaster reached here today. 
Major General Basillo J. Valdes 
and Dr. Eugenio Hernando, chief 
of. the bureau of health, were 
dispatched to make an aerial sur- 
vey of the devastated region. 
Fifty four towns were known 


to be inundated by the largest 
section of 
the valley, 
which 


stretches 
5X1 miles across between 
two ranges of mountains, was yet 
to be heard from. 


Houses full of people, animals, 
trees, were swept helter skelter 
toward the sea by the seething 
waters. 


Twenty bodies were recovered in 
the village of Cauayan. 


Officials of Ilagan reported It 
was impossible to get into Caga- 
yan Valley, north of that city. 
They reported hundreds of houses 
swept away and thousands miss' 
ing. 


They urgently requested emer- 
gency supplies of rice, and vac- 
cines against chorela and dysen- 
tery.
